HE recent announcement in the 

House of Commons (see Furnish- 
ing World issue of April 16, page 27) 
that the constituent sections of the 
Timber Trade Federation had decided 
to abrogate the agreements and urtder- 
takings by traders on the approved 
lists to deal only with each other, 
thus giving effect to the recommenda 
tions of the Monopolies Commission, 
will have been read with the greatest 
interest by all members of the furni- 
ture industry.

Effect ou Consumers 


What, in effect, does this announce 
ment mean to the consumer industries ? 
Here it must be stated, in all fair 
ness, that the question involved was 
always’ one more of principle than 
hard fact. It is true that certain 
agreements did exist within the timber 
trade, but the trade has always con 
tended—and still does contend—that 
these agreements were never 
directed against the consumer but 
were a means of streamlining trade 
organisation which, in effect, 
resulted in better service being 
given to the consumer. 

It is true that the abrogation by the 
constituent sections of the Timber 
Trade Federation (broadly speaking 
they cover the softwood, hardwood, 
and plywood trades and the various 
sub-sections such as importers, agents, 
merchants) of the agreements 
that the consumer may now, perhaps, 
have a greater opportunity to get into 
closer touch with actual sources of 
supply, but there is little doubt that

(from previous page) 
national in character and the mere 
fact that certain agreements cover- 
ing the organisation of the timber 
trade have now been abrogated 
will, it is thought, have little bearing 
on this aspect of the position 

There is one other facet of this 
very contentious question which is 
worthy of comment and that is the 
possible trend of developments in 
regard to the world timber markets. 

It may be that the abrogation of 
the timber trade agreements may bring 
about a greater degree of flexibility 
in regard to the relationship between 
the trade and the consumer interests 
that it exists to serve. 

If this should prove to be the case 
it will be welcomed by all concerned. 
The greater the degree of co-opera- 
tion, the greater will be the over-all 
pressure for the common good when 
dealing with problems of an_ inter- 
national character as they affect the 
trade and the consumer industries. 

One outstanding example that 
springs to mind is in regard to the 
dollar-hardwood question. For some 
time past, the timber trade has been 
fighting for a removal of restrictions 
on the supply of dollar-hardwoods to 
the U.K. market. 

Greater co-operation between the 
trade and consumer could only serve 
to strengthen the very good case 
which has been put up by the trade. 

Timber trade-consumer co-operation, 
of course, played a very important 
part in getting consumer licensing 
lifted from softwood, and in the 
sphere of research there have been 
innumerable examples where co-opera- 
tion has achieved important results. 
If, therefore, this latest development 
has the purpose of further increasing 
the degree of co-operation it will be 
of mutual benefit. 
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Calico Printing Named By 
Monopolies Commission 


“Restriction of 
Competition” 


HE Monopolies Commission have 

found that conditions to which the 
Monopolies and Restrictive Practices 
(Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, 
applies prevail in calico printing 

This was said by Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft in the House last week 

Mr. Thorneycroft added that more 
than 98 per cent of the cloth printed 
on commission in the United Kingdom 
by this process was printed by mem 
bers of the Federation of Calico 
Printers, who so conduct their affairs 
as to restrict competition; nearly 50 
per cent is printed by one of the 
members, The Calico Printers Associa- 
tion, Ltd. 

The President said that the principal 
arrangements found to restrict 
petition were :— 

(i) a system of 
lists; 

(ii) a supporting 
quantum” (P.Q.) Scheme Each 
member of this scheme was allotted 
a percentage quantum of total turn- 
over of all the members during each 
year and paid into or drew from a 
common pool if his business exceeded 
or fell short of his quantum; 

(iii) the enforcement of certain 
uniform terms and _ conditions of 
trading ; 

(iv) an “ engraving rental scheme,” 
applicable only to certain styles and 
markets, which prescribed minimum 
rental payments in respect of the 
engraving of new designs; 

(v) arrangements designed to limit 
the capacity available for calico 
printing. Under a redundancy scheme 
adopted’ in 1949 by most of the 
members of the Federation and ad 
ministered by Print Trade Re-organi 
sation, Ltd, premises had _ been 
disposed of subject to restrictive 
covenants preventing their use, and 
that of the water rights going with 
them, for calico printing and certain 
other purposes. Members of the 
scheme who now disposed of the 
premises must impose similar res- 
trictive covenants to run at least until 
1960 unless permission was given by 
Print Trade Re-organisation, Ltd. 

The Calico Printers Association 
had additionally a private agreement 
with the Bradford Dyers Association, 
Ltd., and Bleachers Association, Ltd., 
providing for similar restrictions.

HEN the Finance Bill 
was published in full at 
the end of last week it 

was found to contain one big 
surprise—a surprise that will be 
warmly welcomed by the furnish- 
ing trade. 

It appears that the Chancellor 
has decided to put into effect the 
chief recommendation of the 
Grant Committee that Purchase 
Tax “uplift” shall not be applied 
when the manufacturer sells 
direct to the retailer. 

Where a retailer buys from the 
wholesaler, Purchase Tax is 
levied on the wholesale price. 
But the vast majority of furniture 
is, of course, sold direct from the 
manufacturer to the retailer. In 
this case the practice of Customs 
and Excise is'now to add a mar- 
gin of “uplift” to a manu- 
facturer’s selling price, thus 
obtaining a _ rather fictitious 


wholesale price on which to levy 
the tax. 


system has caused 
considerable resentment among 
retailers of furniture and other 
goods, and strong representations 
have been made by many 
associations to abolish the perni- 
cious “ uplift.” 

It has been pointed out that 
the manufacturer obviously in- 
curs some wholesaling expenses 
which he must add to his selling 
prices [he present procedure 
therefore amounts almost to a 
double taxation, and the Chancel- 
lor now proposes a new standard 
of assessment for Purchase Tax 
by reference to the actual price to 
the “ ordinary” retailer, whether 
the goods are sold through a 
wholesaler or are supplied direct 
by the manufacturer. 
*k* “Uplift,” therefore, will 
disappear where furniture is sold 
direct to the “ ordinary ” retailer. 
But there are safeguards in the 
Finance Bill for smaller retailers. 

Department and chain stores

are not considered “ ordinary” 
retailers because, by large-scale 
buying, they frequently receive 
“bulk” prices from manufac- 
turers. These stores will, there- 
fore, still be charged “ uplift,” 
but it will be fixed not on the 
basis of some fictitious wholesal- 
ing charge but on the price that 
the “ordinary” retailer would 
have had to pay for the article 
bought direct from the manu- 
facturer. 

Kx This appears to be the 
broad explanation of the new 
proposals, but the Chancellor’s

intentions will probably be 
amplified during the debate in the 
House. 

It would indeed seem certain 
that retailers will benefit from 
the (at least partial) removal of 
“uplift” by some reduction in 
the Purchase Tax rate on some 
classes of goods bought direct 
from manufacturers; and in view 
of the intensification of com- 
petition it is probable that the 
Savings in tax will be passed on 
to the public, with a possible 
increase in sales. 

A department store executive 
is quoted as saying that, in many 
categories, prices will be de- 
creased by between 5 and 15 per 
cent of the amount of Purchase 
Tax.

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How British Furniture 
Makers Are Stepping 
Up Production—11 


SUBSTANTIAL increase in 

output by John McGregor & 
Sons, Ltd. is attributed mainly to the 
application of incentive bonus 
schemes. They operate two types: 
group bonus payable to the wood 
working plant and individual bonuses 
on varying bases in the remaining 
production departments. 

A disadvantage of the group bonus 
scheme is that in the woodworking 
plant there is a relatively high pro- 
portion of indirect labour. Direct 
labour workers are reluctant to share 
the bonus they consider they have 
earned with others who they think 
have not worked so hard 

A scheme is being devised which 
will permit a personal bonus to be 
paid where circumstances dictate to 
individual wood machinists as well as 
to men working as a team 

The company intends to apply work 
study, and, as an essential preliminary 
representatives of the employees and 
of the management have attended 
work-study courses, Preliminary 
work-study on flow production has 
been done. 

Most significant improvement in 
assembly production methods during 
the past few years has been the 
extensive adoption of pneumatic 
process cramps and small tools. These 
entail the use of specially-designed 
jigs and, in one instance, a specially- 
designed press. 

Cost analysis shows that materials 
consumption amounts to some 58 per 
cent of total cost. Materials control 
has been improved and is being 
extended. 

Prototype models are made of all 
designs before production begins, and 
production in batches is based on 
detailed analysis of the materials 
content of the prototypes.
